What is VASCEPA? 

VASCEPA is a prescription medicine used along with certain 
medicines (statins) to reduce the risk of heart attack, stroke, and 
certain types of heart issues requiring hospitalization in adults 
with heart (cardiovascular) disease, or diabetes and 2 or more 
additional risk factors for heart disease. It’s also used along 

with a low-fat and low-cholesterol diet to lower high levels of 
triglycerides (fats) in adults. 


It is not known if VASCEPA changes your risk of having 
inflammation of your pancreas (pancreatitis).

What are the possible side effects of VASCEPA? 

VASCEPA may cause serious side effects, including:

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section of the one-acre yard. Each had 

to help put the grass clippings in the 

soil to help keep it moist.

erry Girardi, father of five, was a 

mechanic in the Air Force and a 

Korean War veteran. 

Not surprising, then, that he 

and his wife Angela raised their 
children in a structured environment. 
Not surprising, either, that each of the 
kids entered professions that parents in 
East Peoria, Ill., in those days dreamed 
of for their children. Their two older sons 
became doctors. Their only daughter 
became a mathematics professor. Their 
youngest became an accountant. 

Their fourth-born, Joe, graduated 
from Northwestern University in 1986 
with a degree in industrial engineering 
but made his mark in baseball. He 
enjoyed a 15-year big league catching 
career with the Chicago Cubs, Colorado 
Rockies, New York Yankees and St. Louis 
Cardinals that included three World 
Series championships with the Yankees. 
Following his playing career, he became 
National League Manager of the Year 
with the Florida Marlins in 2006, then 
spent 10 seasons as the skipper of 
the Yankees, leading the team to the 
postseason six times, including a World 
Series title in 2009. 

Now his mission is to replicate that 
sort of success in his first year as Phillies 
manager. And here's the thing: The 
values he learned from his parents almost 
perfectly overlay the culture he tries to 
create in the clubhouse. 

Each sibling had a row of green beans 
to pick in the garden. Each had to mow a 
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“It's one big family where we all 
have our responsibility and our role,” he 
explained. “If one role breaks down, it 
affects the whole family. So you've got 

to be good at what you do. You've got to 
work at it. You've got to trust that if your 
brother says he's going to pick you up at 
6 o'clock from practice that he’s there. 
You've got to trust that your teammate is 
going to do his job and do his work and 
his preparation.”

Girardi keeps his hair short and neat. 
He projects precision and preparation. 
As a player, he was named team captain 
many times and also served as the Cubs’ 
player union representative. Leadership 
seems to come naturally to him. 

“I've always loved being ina 
responsibility role,” he said. 

Former Phillies manager Pete 
Mackanin tells a story. He was Girardi’s 
first professional manager in the single-A 
Midwest League in 1986, watched him 
develop as the Cubs minor league 
coordinator in 1987 and then was his 
manager again both at Triple-A lowa as 
well as with Maracaibo in the Venezuelan 
Winter League. 

(Asked to list the biggest influences 
on his baseball life, Girardi mentioned 
Mackanin along with Dave Rodgers, his 
first travel ball coach; Dave Lang, his high 
school coach and math teacher; Ron 
Wellman, his coach at Northwestern; 
plus Don Zimmer, Don Baylor and Hall of 
Famers Tony La Russa and Joe Torre.) 

Anyway, Mackanin remembers Girardi 
as being quiet and reserved when he 


first broke in, remembers having heart- 
to-heart talks with him the following year 
when Girardi seriously considered quitting 
baseball, remembers how he saw that 
start to change in Venezuela. 

The Aguilas de! Zulia had a game 
scheduled for 11 a.m. One of their best 
players barely made it to the stadium in 
time. From all appearances, he was badly 
hung over. It was a scorching hot day and, 
to make matters worse, the visiting team 
put up six runs in the top of the first. 
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“Joe comes to the bench to start 

the bottom of the first inning and he 
immediately goes over to this player, who 
was sitting on the bench with his hat 

over his eyes, and Joe lambasted him,” 
Mackanin said. “He said, ‘Let me tell you 
something. If you ever do this again, I’m 
going to talk to all the American players 
and we're all going to go home. If you 
don't want to play, we're not going to play.’ 

“That’s when | noticed that he became 
a little less to himself. He became more of 
a leader with the players. He was a winner. 
That's the thing that stood out to me the 
most, that he was dead set on winning. 
That's what it was all about.” 

Leadership can also be demonstrated 
calmly under challenging circumstances. 
When the Cubs were about to play 

their first game after 9/1], it was Girardi 
who was asked to address the crowd on 
Heroes Night. 

Less than a year later, on June 22, 
2002, then Cubs president Andy MacPhail 
was leaving his office at Wrigley Field to 
go to his booth for a sold-out, nationally 
televised game against the St. Louis 
Cardinals when the phone rang. On the 
caller ID, he recognized the cell number 
of St. Louis general manager Walt 
Jocketty. He assumed it was about a 
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last-minute ticket request from the team's 
ownership group. 

Instead, Jocketty delivered stunning 
news. Cardinals right-hander Darryl Kile 
had been found dead in his hotel room 
just hours before the scheduled first pitch. 

MacPhail, who is now the Phillies 
president, hurried to the Cardinals 
clubhouse. As he walked in, he could 
hear players sobbing. “The manager's 
office is to the right and there’s La Russa. 
His uniform is just a mess. It’s half off. And 
he pushes the lineup card to me and he 
says, ‘You win. We forfeit,” he recalled. 
“And |’m like, ‘Tony, put that thing away. 
That's not why I’m here.’ But just one look 
at the clubhouse, there’s no way they 
could play.” 

The tension was overwhelming. 
Nobody had been able to reach Kile's wife, 
Flynn. FOX Sports had to be notified. And 
somebody had to tell the crowd there 
would be no game that day without being 
able to explain why. “It was probably the 
most stressful 10 minutes of my baseball 
life,” MacPhail said. 

He called Commissioner Bud Selig, 
who agreed to deal with the network, 
then headed to the home clubhouse. 
“How do you tell 40,000 people on a 
sunny Cardinals-Cubs afternoon that 
we're not playing this game and not tell 
them why? I’m really struggling with how 
to do it,” he said. 

The answer, of course, was Girardi. 
“The hardest thing I’ve ever had to do in 
the game of baseball,” he said. 

When he came out, the entire Cubs 
team followed him. “Excuse me,” Girardi 
said into the microphone that had 
been set up on the field. “I thank you 
for your patience. We regret to inform 
you, because of a tragedy in the Cardinal 
family, that the Commissioner has 
canceled the game today.”

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His voice cracked at the end. 
Somebody yelled from the seats, 
demanding a fuller explanation. “Please 
be respectful,” he said, now just the 
slightest hint of an edge in his voice. 

“You will find out eventually what has 
happened. And | ask that you say a prayer 
for the St. Louis Cardinal family.” 

A warm round of applause followed. 
Girardi had struck just the right note. 
“Amazingly, there was not one iota of 
unhappiness from the fans,” MacPhail 
said. “They stayed there for probably about 
another 30 minutes, drank their beers, sat 
in the sun. And then eventually worked 
their way out. 

“It was tough, but it does demonstrate 
the level of trust | had in Joe. He couldn't 
have been better. And the fact that the 
entire team, unscripted by us, would come 
and follow him, it was really quite a scene. 
One that | hadn't really thought of trying 
to orchestrate. They did it on their own, 
which made it that much more impactful, 
because it was genuine.” 

Asked what he believes is the essence 
of leadership, Girardi chose an unusual 
word. “Servanthood,” he said. “It’s never 
about you, it’s always about them. 
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You always take responsibility for the 
bad, you give credit for the good. The 
most important thing in a successful 
relationship is trust. So it’s about earning 
the trust of the players, that you want 
what's best for them as men and as 
baseball players. It's not one or the other, 
it’s both.” 

Again, that all circles back to his 
upbringing. After mentioning all the 
coaches and managers he’d learned from, 
he wanted to make a point. 

“But | think the best managers | had 
were my parents,” he said. “Everything 
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they taught me. The love they had in them 
and the giving spirit they had in them. 
The toughness that | saw in my dad was 
just so important. 

“They taught us to always get back up 
and don't let anything slow you down. 
Not that you run over people. But | had a 
mom who was given three to six months 
to live with cancer and she lived six years. 
And she never stopped working and never 
stopped being a mom and an educator. 
She didn't let anything hold her back.” 

As Phillies manager, Joe Girardi doesn't 
intend to let anything hold him back. 
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o organize the logistics of 
playing a normal Phillies 
season takes countless hours 
of behind-the-scenes work 
from hundreds of employees. 
This season, the stakes were raised 
as COVID-19 forced all of baseball to 
get creative in an effort to bring the 
game back to a sports-starved country 
while also keeping all of the people 
involved with baseball safe and healthy. 
Numerous Phillies employees have 
added some very different bullet points 
to their job descriptions, and in the 
following pages a few of them discuss 
the unique challenges, changes and 
ideas that helped get the Phillies back 
on the field in early July. 


“Nobody thought they would ever have 
to deal with a pandemic, but we are 

well versed in the benefits of wearing a 
mask, proper physical distancing and the 
importance of washing your hands. While 
we were still concerned with ensuring 
that everyone in the ballpark was safe 
and secure, we also were tasked with 
mitigating this new risk as well. Even 
things that were never on anybody’s radar 
had to be discussed. For instance, we had 
to change our mindset about the way 
that we walk around the ballpark. The 
players and coaches utilized the main 
concourse for training and the Diamond 
Club for dining in an effort to maintain 
physical distancing. Most staff members 
were not granted access to these areas so 
there were alternate routes set to traverse 
the building. Little things that you would 
normally never think about. 
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“One of our top priorities early in the 
process was to know who was in the 
ballpark and which rooms they accessed. 
A daily manifest allowed us the ability to 
schedule cleaning efforts and preserve 
valuable sanitizing resources. Employees 
working during Summer Camp or the 
regular season were required to wear 
a credential with a unique bar code 
that verifies access to the ballpark and 
restricted areas. MLB only allowed a 
limited number of staff members in the 
ballpark at one time, so a coordinated 
effort was very important for contact 
tracing in the event of positive cases. 
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“One of the most challenging and 
unique endeavors during Summer Camp 
from a security standpoint was ensuring 
the safety of our players, coaches and staff 
as they trained at FDR Park. The fields 
we utilized weren't enclosed, so we had 
to erect a secure perimeter, and when 
players started practicing we protected 
the fence line with staff and Philadelphia 
Police officers. It was the total opposite 
of what we are used to in a major league 
facility, where everything is so separate 
and protected when it comes to access 
to the on-field personnel. Our fans that 
showed up were great and very respectful 
and in turn got to see some of their 
favorite players in a very unique location. 

“Probably the most creative thing 
done in our realm was the repurposing of 
front office employees whose regular job 
duties might have been minimal for one 
reason or another. These employees took 
on anumber of roles that were needed to 
help things run smoothly on a daily basis, 
from grounds crew efforts to scanning 
credentials, providing security and serving 
as parking lot attendants. | was tasked 
with managing that program, and it was 
so cool to see everyone from interns to 
vice presidents volunteering for anything 
we needed and getting the job done 
well. The resiliency and adaptability of our 
organization is amazing. Everyone found 
a way to be creative with their jobs. Even 
past the staff that volunteered with me, 
there was lots of employee engagement, 
drive-through food distribution, blood 
drives, community-based COVID-19 testing 
in our parking lots, concerts that are 
live-streamed... the list goes on. | am 
extremely proud to work for The Phillies.” 


RICHIE ASHBURN FIEL 
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“Major league ballparks are not set up 

for spring training-type operations. We 
don't have the luxury of space where you 
can spread many players out all over a 
complex, like in Clearwater. Instead, we 
were primarily using the playing field 

at Citizens Bank Park with the auxiliary 
fields at FDR Park at our Phillies Youth 
Academy. All in all, it worked about as well 
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as you could expect. The coaching staff 
worked very closely with us to stagger 
report times and move things around as 
best we could. The weather also helped. 
“When | first started hearing rumblings 
that teams may choose to host Summer 
Camp in their home cities, | immediately 
spoke with Howard Smith, my boss, 
about FDR. He agreed it was smart to 
start taking some preliminary steps to 
get things ready just in case. We shifted 
around some fertilizer and other products 
so we could ramp up the maintenance 
regimen mainly on the Showcase Field. 
We ended up working increased split 
crew shifts between CBP and UYA. That 
allowed us to get some issues taken care 
of, rebuild the field mound and get home 
plate in better condition. Once the official 
word was sent out in mid-June that we 
would indeed use FDR, we ordered some 
infield mix material, laser-graded the 
infield on Showcase, rebuilt one of the 
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bullpen mounds, and rebuilt the mound 
on Ashburn Field. 

“Ashburn Field was used for pitchers’ 
fielding practice most days, while 
Showcase was used for actual infield 
work, baserunning and batting practice. 
We did end up having to do some basic 
safety upgrades to accommodate major 
league players like adding some additional 
netting behind the bullpen mounds and 
installing padding on our on-field batting 
cage. Other than that, it was a pretty 
seamless process. 

“The first time Joe Girardi saw the 
facility he was extremely happy with the 
condition of the playing surface. | think 
that made the decision to do whatever 
they needed to do at FDR pretty easy for 
everyone concerned. 

“Getting our staff here in Philadelphia 
into a daily routine for a spring training 
operation was something we were 
not used to. To be able to adjust to the 
reduced staffing level and still manage to 
run operations at two locations on three 
fields is a testament to the hard work 
and dedication my staff put forth during 
this entire situation. They pulled it off and 
provided top-quality surfaces every day 
for our players. 

“Using the volunteers worked pretty 
well. Many of the guys on the grounds 
staff had worked in minor league baseball 
prior to working at CBP, so they are all well 
versed on working with front office staffs 
to do things like pulling tarp. That's normal 
operating procedure in the minors. 
Working with Sal DeAngelis to coordinate 
the volunteers was the most challenging 
aspect of that. | think many people quickly 
found out that grounds crew is a job that 
requires great flexibility. 
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“The biggest change that occurred 
for me personally was not having any off 
days for about an entire month. That's 
not something we are used to. We look 
forward to the ballclub leaving after a 
homestand so we can catch up on normal 
maintenance like aerating, topdressing, 
fertilizing, etc. With Summer Camp 
going on, you had to squeeze necessary 
maintenance tasks into the day either 
before or after workouts, all the while 
working around the forecast. That proved 
to not only be challenging from a logistical 
standpoint, but it definitely starts to take 
a toll on the crew as well.” 


“From the start, right after health and 
safety, utilizing as much space as possible 
within the stadium to allow players 
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to continue their work was the most 
important thing we had to figure out. 
During Summer Camp, we took over the 
concourse and designated two areas 
primarily for prep work, activation and 
stretching. We relocated equipment 

and ordered some new items as well to 
ensure the stations were properly stocked 
for the players. In addition, we expanded 
the smaller visiting weight room into the 


adjoining hallway to create additional 
space for players to train and allow outside 
air to be circulated throughout. 

“One of the things we really had 
to adapt to was cleaning every single 
item used by a player each and every 
time it was used. Bands, medicine balls, 
dumbbells - all the things that are 
commonly shared throughout 
a training session became 
one-time use only. It also took 
some time to adapt to the new 
schedule. In the past, much 
of the daily routine consisted 
of a ‘free-flowing’ format 
when it came to weight room 
activities. Then, all of the 
sudden, players and 
coaches had to be 
cognizant of each 
other's time and 
space. Due to 
social distancing 
requirements 
and staggering 
groups, the 
number of 
occupants in an 
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“Even before Summer Camp, we were 
working to make sure the players had 
the best possible opportunity to keep 
up with their gym work. Gaining insight 
on what equipment they had available 
to them on their own and what they 
needed was important in navigating their 
training program from afar. Identifying 
and encouraging the continuation of 
individual focus work during this time 
was important, along with training and 
conditioning regularly. On occasion, 
a program change was required due 
to quarantining needs. All methods of 
communication were exercised, from 
Zoom calls, to phone calls, to messaging 
via several platforms. 

“Speaking of Zoom, for me personally, 
| gained incredible experience early in the 
spring that | carried on through Summer 
Camp and the start of the season. | held 
regular Zoom training sessions with the 
front office to help bring some fitness 
tips and workouts to our employees while 
everyone was at home. It was something | 
normally would have never thought of and 
was so happy that | could lead it. Being a 
virtual trainer to the front office staff was 
and still is a bright light for me during 
these difficult times. | am so grateful 
for the opportunity to provide a virtual 
space for Phillies staff to stay connected 
and train together. | have made new 
friends during a time in which | wouldn't 
normally have and for this reason, with 
proper planning and timing, we continue 
‘live workouts’ twice a week, whenever 
possible, from wherever possible.” 


area at a given time had to be considered. 
As with anything new, it took time to 
adjust, but with regular communication 
the players adapted quickly and 
worked efficiently. Everybody was 
great in understanding that safety, 
cleanliness, and distancing all played 
into the decision making as to 
when you reported, stretched, took 
batting practice and lifted weights. 
Luckily, with additional space on the 
concourse, it allowed groups 
to be staggered and it also 
minimized large gatherings 
in the weight room, allowing 
for normal weight training 
routines to be continued. 
Communicating regularly 
with our players was very 
important right from the 
beginning, and it was a 
shared task. 
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“The biggest challenge was how quickly 
we needed to get our team back into 
town. We tried to stagger arrivals with 
staff, pitchers and position players so 
that we could space out the initial intake 
medical screening. 

“The best thing that happened to me 
during Summer Camp was picking up a 
quality teammate. Mike Roche, who works 
in our promotions department, eagerly 
joined the team travel operation for camp 
and the 2020 season. Mike jumped right in 
working 17-hour days at the start of camp. 
This couldn’t have been done without him. 

“Normally for spring training we 
have one or two report times per day. 

For Summer Camp some days we had 
12 different player report times to help 
practice and promote social distancing. 
| communicate often with our players, 
but there were a lot more text messages 
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being sent during Summer Camp. Also, 
we had several shuttles during the day 
between Citizens Bank Park to our Urban 
Youth Academy, which was our satellite 
field about a mile away. We had to keep 
passenger logs for each shuttle. 

“We had a truly wonderful partner 

for our team hotel. They made a unique 
Summer Camp comfortable and 
pleasant for our players and staff. Our 
transportation partners were incredible 
as well. They communicated with us and 
adjusted to our needs at all hours of the 
night. | cannot express how grateful | am 
for our partners. 

“Summer Camp would normally start 
early with a check-in at the team hotel 
where we would talk through the daily 
schedule with our bus drivers. During the 
day when the players were working out, 
we would work ahead on essentially 
re-planning this 60-game 2020 season. 
Once the workout would end, we would 
check in with coaches on the schedule for 
the next day and start communicating this 
to our players and transportation partners. 

“Summer Camp strengthened my 
belief that Joe Girardi is truly a special 
leader. He was so in tune with everyone 
and understood how each of our individual 
roles was changing.”

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Ten years ago, Roy Halladay made the most 


of his long-awaited postseason debut

Brian Anderson was the TBS 

play-by-play broadcaster for 
Game 1 of the 2010 NLDS, the 

Phillies versus the Cincinnati 

Reds. And as the home starting 
pitcher rocked into his wind-up for 
the first pitch, Anderson delivered his 

final pregame observation. 

“Roy Halladay,” he intoned. “About 
ready to cash in on something he’s waited 
for his entire career.” 

Two hours and 34 minutes later, those 
words turned out to be both incredibly 
prophetic and absurdly inadequate. 

Cash in? At the age of 33, after a dozen 
stellar seasons with the Toronto Blue Jays, 


Halladay had chased his dream of pitching 


in the playoffs all the way to Citizens Bank 
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Park. And now, on the overcast evening of 
Oct. 6, at the end of a personal rainbow, he 
found his baseball pot of gold by becoming 
just the second player in history to throw a 
postseason no-hitter. 

Ten seasons ago. Hard to believe, Harry. 

Earlier that year, on May 29, he’d pitched 
a perfect game against the Florida Marlins. 
Later that fall he’d unanimously win his 
second Cy Young Award. Even against that 
backdrop, this dominant performance 
stands out like a blinking neon light. 

It's been said you should be careful 
what you wish for because it might come 
true. Halladay took that cautionary axiom 
and turned it on its head. He had quietly 
pushed the rebuilding Jays to trade him 
to a contender. He contributed mightily 


as the Phillies won their fourth straight 
division crown in 2010. And then, when 
that resulted in the opportunity he’d 
wanted so badly for so long, he didn’t 
whiff. He didn’t foul it off. He figuratively 
knocked it out of the park. 

We can only imagine what he would 
say about all this a decade later. He 
tragically died on Nov. 7, 2017, when 
the ICON A5 amphibious plane he was 
piloting crashed into the Gulf of Mexico. 

So to mark the anniversary, here’s an 
oral history from some who witnessed the 
remarkable string of events that led Harry 
Leroy “Doc” Halladay to that mound on 
that night and the fairy tale ending that 
resulted, with all identifying titles reflecting 
the position they held at the time. 


In an alternate universe, Halladay could 
have spent his entire career in Toronto, 
where he’d blossomed into one of 
baseball's best pitchers and was revered 
by the fans. In 2008, the Jays had their 
third straight winning season, including 
going 51-37 after Cito Gaston replaced 
John Gibbons as manager. 

But even before the team slumped to 
75-87 in 2009, there were indications he 
might have to leave the only organization 
he’d ever played for if he wanted to pitch 
meaningful games in October. 

Richard Griffin, baseball columnist 
at the Toronto Star: “Before that [2009] 
season, we heard that he'd been told by 
[General Manager] J.P. Ricciardi that the 
club was going in another direction.” 


Ruben Amaro Jr., Phillies general 
manager: “There were some whispers out 
there. Then it became pretty clear, | think 
during the All-Star break [in St. Louis]. 
| don't know if he actually mentioned 
something out loud about wanting to be 
on acontending team, being open-minded 
to that, but that buzz was out there.” 

Griffin: “Doc had given them a break in 
his previous extension. Alex Anthopolous 
took over [from Ricciardi after that season]. 
The Winter Meetings that year were in 
Indianapolis. That was when we talked to 
Alex and found out they were going to be 
actively looking to trade Roy.” 

Amaro: “I recall having the conversation 
with [team president David Montgomery] 
when | became general manager. It may

have even been before | became GM. | said, 
‘If there's one guy that | could ever get as 
the GM here, it would be Roy Halladay.’ 

So he was a little bit of the white whale 

for me.” 


Halladay had leverage. With one year 
left remaining on his current contract, 
he discreetly let the Blue Jays know that 
if they didn’t trade him, he’d become a 
free agent after the upcoming season. 
In that scenario, they'd get nothing but 
a draft pick as compensation. Also, as a 
10-year veteran who had spent the last 
five seasons with the same team, he 
had the right to veto any trade. Put it all 
together and he could all but pick his 
destination. 

The Phillies came close to acquiring 
Halladay before the trade deadline in 
July but, when they couldn’t agree with 
Ricciardi on what players would go to 
Toronto, Amaro pivoted and acquired 
left-hander Cliff Lee from the Cleveland 
Indians instead. 

Griffin: “The options for trading 
partners began to shrink. | think the Angels 
were even included early. But realistically 
it became clear that he wanted to train 
near his [Tampa Bay area] home and he 
wanted to go to the postseason. So that 
limited it pretty much to the Phillies and 
the Yankees.” 

Amaro: “Let's just say, we did a lot of 
business with his representatives [Greg 
Landry and CAA Sports]. And it became 
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clear through some of the whispers that 
this would be a great place for him. 

“It sounded like he wanted to stay on 
the East Coast and play for a contender. | 
thought it would be difficult for Toronto 
to move the guy to [the division-rival] 
Yankees. So that made my thought process 
a little more aggressive, | guess. For us, it 
lined up very, very well. For him, | think it 
lined up well, too.” 


On Dec. 16, 2009, it was announced that 
Halladay had been traded to the Phillies 
for catcher Travis d’Arnaud, right-hander 
kyle Drabek and outfielder Michael 
Taylor. Halladay had agreed to a 
three-year, $60 million extension. 

At the same time, it was also 
announced that the Phils, in an effort 
to balance their payroll and restock 
the farm system, had traded Lee to the 
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Seattle Mariners. Fans were unhappy 
Amaro didn’t keep both aces, but the 
controversy abated as Halladay put 
together one of the best seasons a 
Phillies starter ever had. He went 21-10 
with a 2.44 ERA, nine complete games 
and four shutouts while leading the 
majors with 250.2 innings pitched. 

With a rotation that also included 
Cole Hamels and Roy Oswalt, the Phillies 
compiled the best record in baseball and 
rolled into the postseason to face the 
NL Central champion Reds. Cincinnati’s 
lineup had combined to lead the NL in 
runs, homers, batting average and OPS. 

Amaro: “The Reds had a heck of a 
lineup. It was Joey] Votto and [Scott] Rolen 
and [Jay] Bruce, some guys who could 
really, really swing the bat.” 

Phillies pitching coach Rich Dubee: 
“Once you started to see the swings a 
really good-hitting Cincinnati Reds team 
was having off him, you knew he had very 
good stuff and definitely had his Agame 
that night.” 

Phillies manager Charlie Manuel: “They 
had a good-hitting team, and he carved 
them up.” 


One unknown going in was how Halladay 
would react to finally reaching his goal of 
pitching in the postseason. Would he be 
too overamped to pitch his best? 

Amaro: “I was a little revved up 
because | didn't know how Doc would 
handle pitching his first playoff game. 

He demanded so much of himself. He 
was such a perfectionist that you didn't 
know if he was going to get overexcited. 
| should have known better. His stuff was 
absolutely electric.” 

Manuel: “| definitely wanted to see how 
he was going to react. When you think 
about it, in the years he was with us, all he 
talked about was winning. He definitely 
came here to win a World Series. 

“He was charged up that night. He 
might not have said a word in the dugout. 
| can't even remember him talking to 
Dubee. He usually didn't talk too much 
during the game, but he’d talk to Dubee 
sometimes about hitters or things to 
watch for or where he was at in his 
delivery, stuff like that. But that night, 
| can’t remember him getting up to say 
anything to anybody, really.” 


Dubee: “I wasn't really concerned. It 
was pretty much like every other start. He 
comes out at his normal time. He warms 
up almost flawlessly. When he was healthy, 
it was just robotic-like as far as being able 
to repeat his delivery and command all his 
pitches. It was just a regular warm-up. 

“| said, ‘Have fun with it. It’s your 
first one?’ 

“He had such great preparation. 

All the work he did in between his starts 

— probably all the work he did up to his 
first playoff start — it was all preparation for 
that moment. In the heat of battle, he was 
always prepared for that time. He was calm 
and relaxed and committed and trusted 
his stuff.” 
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Phillies radio analyst Larry Andersen: 
“The thing that stands out to me was that 
he started out throwing a lot of curveballs. 
It was the first time | saw him break it out 
early in the game. A lot of times he didn't 
have anybody in scoring position until the 
fourth or fifth inning, so you wouldn't see it 
for four or five innings. 

“I'm sure they had advance scouting 
reports and that would have been their 
philosophy. Don't even think about a curve 
ball. Eliminate that. Look for something 
hard early. For him to break [the curve] out 
then, | think it baffled them. For me, as a 
former pitcher, you can’t help but see that.” 

Dubee: “He always had his plan. And | 
had my stuff | saw on video with Chooch 
[catcher Carlos Ruiz] and everything. We 
compiled it and put it together. There were 
times when, if he had a feel, he’d go more 
to curveball, change-up, whatever. 

“He was very aware he had to slow 
them down because they were aggressive

and they were a very gooa-hitting team. 
So the curveball usage, the split usage was 
more to protect the fastball, sinker and 
cutter. On that given night, | think he could 
have sat out there for a long time and they 
might never have gotten a hit.” 
Reds right fielder Jay Bruce: “When 
| faced him, | was aggressive, generally, 
throughout my career, because 
| knew he was going to throw strikes. 
| knew if you let him get ahead and control 
the at-bat, you were going to be in trouble.” 
Phillies right-hander Kyle Kendrick, 
who openly patterned himself after 
Halladay: “I think everyone knew they were 
aggressive. And | think everyone’s game 
plan against him was to swing early. You 
didn't want to fall behind in the count. 
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So he used a lot of off-speed stuff to keep 
them off the fastball. 

“He was locked in. He and Chooch 
always worked well together. He knew they 
were aggressive and wanted to hit the 
fastball early. Those guys didn’t know what 
to do. As a fan, as a teammate, it was just 
really cool to be part of it.” 


A decade later, the Reds concede 
that Kendrick was right. They didn’t 
really know what to do against 
Halladay that night. 

Reds manager Dusty Baker: “I 
remember it was like no chance. [Phillies 
broadcaster] Gary Matthews had warned 
me. He said, ‘You better get ready because 
Doc is something.’ We didn’t have much 
chance. Next thing | know it’s the seventh 
inning. That's how easy he made it look.” 

Votto, who received 31 out of 32 
first-place votes to win the NL Most 
Valuable Player Award that year: “He was 
always going to come right at you with 
his best stuff and he was going to give 
you very, very little to work with, and his 
stuff was excellent. 

“I've only seen maybe five guys that 
are in that sort of category. You see a guy 
like Clayton Kershaw at his best. | could 


name maybe four or five, but they have 
the combination of career reputation and 
dominant stuff. It’s only a few guys like that. 

“| knew early that he was exceedingly 
sharp. | never think, ‘Oh, someone is 
going to throw a no-hitter.’ | think more 
along the lines of, ‘Oh, this guy has 
dominant stuff today. He's really sharp. 

You have to be ready.’ That sort of thing. 
No-hitters are built on luck. Not luck per 
se; obviously a pitcher can look like he has 
great stuff. But that being said, you have 
to get a little bit lucky.” 

Reds pitching coach Bryan Price: “It got 
to the point where we weren't even getting 
good swings. We had very little hard 
contact against him. There weren't a lot 
of great [defensive] plays | remember that 
kept the no-hitter intact. 

“It was a big night for our team because 
we hadn't been in the postseason for 15 
years. So we were pretty excited about that 
ballgame. But you just started to get that 
feeling that it was going to be really hard to 
score on him. 

“| wasn't really thinking that he was 
going to throw a no-hitter in that type of a 
ballgame. But it just got to a point where 
| didn't know if we were going to be able 
to scratch out a run against him. The best 
thing we might be able to hope for was if 
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they ended up making a move to go to the 
bullpen or something where we could just 
get excited about seeing someone other 
than Roy Halladay.” 

Bruce: “You knew he always had that 
kind of stuff when he stepped on the 
mound, but you didn’t expect it in the 
playoffs. In his first playoff game. In the 
first playoff game |’d ever played in. It was 
just incredible. He was just himself to the 
umpteenth power that day. He was special, 
man. It was an incredible performance. 
You couldn't have drawn it up any more 
perfectly for him. 

“You know there’s the opportunity for 
[a no-hitter] as soon as he takes the field. 
But | don’t remember thinking specifically, 
‘Man, this guy’s really going to give it to us 
tonight.’ During the game you don't think 
of the no-hitter specifically, but you know 
that you've got to forget what happened 
last inning and go to the next inning. But 
you knew it was going to be a tough night 
to push runs across the plate for sure.” 

Phillies broadcaster Chris Wheeler: 

“| came out of our clubhouse before the 
game that night. | was checking my phone 
for messages and, as I’m standing there, 

all of asudden someone grabs me. It was 
[Reds third baseman and former Phillie] 
Scott Rolen. 
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“He wanted to talk about Halladay. He 
brought it up. ‘Yeah, we're facing Halladay 
tonight. Jeez. I'll tell you one thing about 
him. He maybe gives you one pitch to hit 
in an at-bat, and you'd better hit it.’ 

“And then he said, ‘And the other thing, 
which really ticks me off, is that Dubee 
taught him that [bleeping] change-up. 
Like he didn’t have enough stuff to get 
us out. Now he's got this pitch, which 
just explodes.’ 

“I'm down there again after the game. 
I'm looking to my right. The timing is 
unbelievable. [Rolen] is walking by and he 
sees me and he stops and comes back and 
[gives an exaggerated shrug].” 


Veteran umpire John Hirschbeck had a 
4]-year career, including 34 seasons in 
the big leagues. But this was the only 
time he was behind the plate for a 
no-hitter. He was two years old when 
Don Larsen of the Yankees pitched his 
perfect game against the Brooklyn 
Dodgers in the 1956 World Series. And 
now he can admit that even he got a bit 
caught up in the moment. 

Hirschbeck: “| didn’t realize it until 
the start of the fifth. You're working the 
playoffs. Anybody who tells you it's not 
different than a regular season game 
isn’t telling you the truth. So you're 
concentrating and you want to do a good 
job. And | looked up at the start of the fifth 
and I'm like, ‘Oh, my gosh. No one [on the 
Reds] has a hit yet. 

“I've never told anyone this, but you 
know he always used to hop over the foul 
line? | had the ball in my hand and | tossed 
it to him. You know, like up in the air as he 
hopped over? And then | did that the rest 
of the game. It wasn’t anything other than 
just tossing him the ball, but | made sure 
that | had one and | tossed it to him each 
inning. | guess now that I’m retired | can 
tell that story.” 


Hirschbeck wasn’t the only one 
who gradually began to realize that 
something historic might be happening. 
Manuel: “We were just sitting there 
watching. It was in the top of the seventh, 
after he got the first out, when | kind of 
thought to myself, ‘He’s got a good chance 
to throw a no-hitter.’ And, of course, 


everybody in the dugout knew it, too. But 
they didn't say anything. They didn’t want 
to jinx it.” 

Bench coach Pete Mackanin: “As the 
game progressed into the sixth or seventh 
inning, the thought that occurred to me 
was, ‘Are you kidding? A possible no-hitter 
in the playoffs?’ | didn’t say a word to 
anybody. | didn’t want to jinx it. | felt bad 
even thinking about it. 

“The other thing that crossed my mind 
was that, after his perfect game in May, 
he bought all the coaches and players an 
engraved watch. (Laughing) | wondered, 
‘Gee, are we going to get another watch?” 

Dubee: “For me, it wasn’t until later on. 
I'd probably say somewhere in the seventh 
or eighth. | knew he was going to be good. 
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They were missing some baseballs by large 
margins. They had a really good lineup, 
but his stuff was just that good that night. 
You knew he was going to put up a quality 
start. Just how quality it was going to be, 
you had to wait until the end to see.” 
Hirschbeck: “I could tell [that he was 
throwing exceptionally well] after the first 
couple innings. Because, you know, you 
can't go by an inning or two. But after the 
first three innings, you just knew he was 
on his game. | mean, all the pitches were 
right there. It just seemed like, wow, his 
control was unbelievable. It reminded me 
of working Greg Maddux [games] at times.” 
Amaro: “If I’m not mistaken, that was 
the night that David Beckham was in the 
ballpark. He was there for some kind of 


exhibition for the new soccer stadium. My 
daughters were huge soccer fans, so in 
between innings they shot over to one of 
the suites and took a picture with him. 

“He had to leave for some kind of 
meeting. So he left the ballpark in like 
the fourth inning. | found out later that 
when he found out that the no-hitter 
was still going in the seventh, he got his 
driver to bring him back to watch the end 
of the game.” 


With two outs in the top of the fifth, 
Bruce swung and missed at the first 
pitch, then took two balls. In the 

TBS booth, Anderson referenced the 
ongoing no-hitter without mentioning 
it directly. “First goal for the Reds is to 
get Roy Halladay in the stretch. He’s 
been pitching out of the wind-up the 
entire game.” 

The count evened when Bruce swung 
and missed again, then he took two more 
balls and trotted to first. That turned out 
to be the only Cincinnati baserunner in 
the game. 

Bruce: “The very unlikely and 
uncharacteristic walk. Especially against 
him. He didn’t walk a lot of guys at all. 

The thing | remember most about the 
whole deal is we were a young team. | was 
a young player. | loved facing Roy - not 
because he was easy to face, but because 
he was Roy Halladay and you had to be

completely, absolutely all in or else you 
were out. You were pretty much out, 
anyway. But he was one of my favorite 
guys to face because of that. Because of 
the competitiveness. Because of what 
he brought to the table and what you 
knew you had to bring to the table. He 
was someone | had such a great deal of 
respect for. 

“| remember people saying there 
was a close pitch at some point. | don't 
remember there being a close pitch. It 
was a 3-2 count, but the last pitch was 
a breaking ball or a change-up of some 
sort. | don’t remember specifically, but | 
remember it being low, for sure.” 


With two outs in the third, Reds relief 
pitcher Travis Wood hit a sinking line 
drive to right, but Jayson Werth was 
well-positioned to make a sliding catch. 
Shortstop Jimmy Rollins went into the 
hole in the fourth to scoop up Votto’s 
grounder and throw him out. Two innings 
later, Rollins gloved a hard grounder up 
the middle and retired pinch-hitter Juan 
Francisco on a 6-3 putout. 


The biggest threat, though, came on 
the final play of the game. With an 0-2 
count, Phillips hit a spinner that landed 
about 10 feet from the plate. Ruiz threw 
off his mask and almost tripped over the 
ball, then reached back to grab it. From 
one knee he made the throw to Ryan 
Howard at first to secure the no-hitter. 

“| was panicking as | reached for the 
ball,” Ruiz said after the game. “My hand 
was shaking, it’s still shaking. When the 
ball came off the bat, | had to reach back 
a little bit to pick it up and throw it, and 
that’s why | went to my knee.” 

Mackanin: “I don’t want to take 
anything away from Roy Halladay, but the 
thing that was really impressive was the 
play that Chooch made to end the game. 
It was a heck of a play. It took a lot of effort 
and a lot of skill.” 


Halladay threw only 104 pitches, 79 of 
them strikes. A Reds hitter worked a 
three-ball count just three times. 

Werth: “It was like the fastest-paced 
game. Usually those playoff games, the big 
games, they go slow. But you couldn't slow 
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that game down. | had kind of a testy play, 
it was like a sliding play, and that was the 
only time of the game things slowed down. 
The rest of it was bam, bam, bam. 

“My most vivid memory is the final out. 
Came flying in to the mound, jumping 
around Roy. And somehow | ended up 
face to face with him and he looked at me 
with these crazy eyes and said, ‘What just 
happened?’ And that was perfect. It was 
basically the feel of the whole thing. What 
just happened? It went so fast. It was crazy. 
It was unbelievable. You couldn't have 
scripted it.” 

Frank Coppenbarger, director of team 
travel and clubhouse services, who was 
responsible for preparing postgame 
celebrations: “We always keep some 
champagne in the back room, just in case. 
Ifa guy throws a no-hitter or hits for the 
cycle, something really out of the ordinary, 
then we bring it out. So | started getting 
that together, just sort of having it there. 
Because, you know, as soon as the game 
ends, they come in. 

“We'd have a little bit of a break because, 
obviously, he'll have a little media work to 
do out on the field. But you want to have it 
all set before they ever walk in the door. We 


had it in hand. That always helps out. But 
you just to start to think about it. 

“The Hall of Fame wanted his jersey. | 
went to him after all the hoopla had settled 
down and told him the Hall of Fame had 
reached out, they'd like his jersey. And he 
said, ‘No problem.’ So we FedExed it to 
them the next day.” 

Hirschbeck: “Here's a funny story. | 
came into the umpire's room after the 
game. | knew | had a no-hitter. And all the 
suits were in there. They were like, ‘Hey, 
congratulations, that’s only the second 
time. And I’m like, ‘No, it’s not. There have 
been a lot of no-hitters.’ They said, ‘No, in 
the playoffs.’ | had no idea until they told 
me after the game.” 

Dubee: “I told [Halladay] after the game 
that he keeps pushing the bar awfully 
high. His first start with us, he gave up one 
run against Washington. Then he pitches 
the perfect game. Then we get into the 
playoffs and he pitches a no-hitter. He just 
kept elevating the bar. 

“I've told people | thought that game, 
for me, was much more impressive than 
his perfect game. In Miami he had seven 
three-ball counts, which was a tremendous 
amount for Doc because of his command 
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and the way he attacked the strike zone. 

| didn't think his stuff was as good in the 
perfect game nor was his command as 
good. The no-hitter in the playoffs, I’d never 
seen anything like it.” 

Manuel: “He had pitched the perfect 
game down in Miami. Two completely 
different games. The game he pitched 
against Cincinnati, he had all his weapons. 
He commanded all his pitches. He put all 
his pitches right where he wanted to. It was 
what you would call a masterful game. 

“That might have been the best game 
| saw him pitch with us, and | had seen him 
pitch some good ones.” 

Amaro: “It made mea little emotional. 
A guy who had been waiting his entire 
career in the big leagues and had not 
pitched in a playoff game. And for him 
to be able to pitch to that level in sucha 
critical moment, | thought that was even 
more spectacular than the perfect game. 
| mean, a perfect game's a perfect game. 
But, for me, that was just an extraordinary 
moment. | was so glad for him. Someone 
who strived to be so excellent in his craft, to 
be able to perform at that level and to lock 
down his emotions so well. God, he was 
just a blessing. An absolute blessing.”

Outwardly, at least, Halladay seemed 
unaffected by what he had just done. 

Manuel: “Then, of course, after the 
game he gave a lot of credit to his 
teammates and Chooch and things like 
that. He built things around our team 
instead of taking a lot of credit for it.” 

Kendrick: “He acted like it was another 
start for him. Credited Chooch with calling 
a great game, which he always did. And 
that was it.” 

Coppenbarger: “As usual, he kind 
of shrugged his shoulders. With him, it 
was always somebody else did all the 
great stuff. Which was him all the way, 
always sort of unassuming about all of his 
accomplishments. He'd credit everybody 
else and then go back and work out in 
the weight room or something. That's 
how it was with him.” 


In early 2001, Halladay was struggling 
and the Blue Jays optioned him all 

the way back to Class A, where his 
mechanics were completely revamped. 
There are those who believe there’s a 
straight line between that setback and 
what Halladay was able to achieve that 
magical night nine years later. 

One is Blue Jays announcer Buck 
Martinez, who was Toronto’s manager 
when the decision was made to send 
the former No. 1 draft choice down to 
Dunedin. He watched the no-hitter from 
his home in Long Beach Island, N.J. 

Another is Price, who is now the 
Phillies pitching coach. 

Martinez: “It was going through my 
mind as | watched. He didn’t like [being 
sent down]. He wasn't very happy with me 
and wasn't for a long time. But watching 
that game was like, ‘Wow. It all kind of paid 
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off’ We knew it was there. We knew he 
had the dedication. We knew he had the 
work ethic. We knew he had the physical 
stuff. It was just a matter of creating some 
deception, some movement. Giving him 
the ability to throw more strikes. And 

that’s the biggest thing that pitchers 

fear, throwing strikes. The great pitchers 
throw nothing but strikes. And Roy 
became that guy.” 

Price: “I think a lot of things happened 
when he made the transition in Toronto. 
Not only did he come back with a better 
delivery and kind of a different repertoire, 
but he also came back in my opinion 
with a completely different attitude and 
approach to pitching. 

“He was accountable and responsible 
for everything that happened in the 
games in which he pitched. You never saw 
an excuse or a reaction if a fielder didn't 
make a play or an umpire didn’t make a 
call. He kind of became impervious to the 
negativity that we all can get involved with 
when things aren't going our way. 

“That stands out more than anything. 
As good as his stuff was, his demeanor 
and his professionalism and his intensity 
and his focus also greatly improved from 
the time he went to the minor leagues 
and came back. He became that guy 
nobody wanted to face because he had 
the supreme confidence to go with 
outstanding stuff and command.” 

Votto: “He was a tremendous performer 
and someone | hope to remember for my 
entire life because he was amongst the 
best, for sure. And that was easily the best 
performance on a big stage that | think I've 
ever seen.”

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| omewhere in a storage unit near Austin, Texas, a small 
piece of bronze and jade lies neatly tucked away ina 
lacquered wooden box. For now, it will remain there, but 
kK soon it will be displayed prominently in a glass case in 
Jake Arrieta’s new house. 

It's not as big as his sleek black and silver Cy Young Award, or as 
shiny as his diamond-studded World Series ring, but that bronze medal 
from the 2008 Olympic Games in Beijing holds pretty special meaning 
to the veteran pitcher. 

“It's totally one of my most prized possessions,” Arrieta said. “We are 
planning out kind of a timeline of my career in these glass cabinets, 
starting with my young years in college then through the minors and 
pro ball. It's definitely going to be front and center. There are only a 
handful of people in the world who have something like that.” 

Those 2008 Games were the last time anybody in the world 
received an Olympic medal for baseball or softball. That was supposed 
to change this summer, but the global pandemic has extended the 
wait for an additional year. Since that last medal ceremony, Arrieta has 
seen his major league career begin and then flourish — he was only 22 
years old when he represented the United States on the world stage. 

It was just after the All-Star Futures Game at Old Yankee Stadium 
when he was asked to play. He was pitching for single-A Frederick in 
his first professional season. As a highly touted prospect, he joined an 
assembled team that was unique in that it lacked the bona fide MLB 
stars, as those players could not leave their seasons. 

“We had young prospects, we had older veteran guys who had been 

‘f around,” he said. “It was very different from the experience | had on the 
: Biss sf 1 i Ba national team in 2006, which was just top college prospects. It was nice 
y to have that dynamic, having guys with a lot of big league time, minor 
league journeymen and future big league stars.” 

The names ranged from Stephen Strasburg, who was 19 and still at 
San Diego State, to sidearm reliever Mike Koplove, now a Phillies scout, 
who played his final major league season the year prior. 

When the team arrived in Beijing, they had roughly a week until 
their own games started. Arrieta recalled taking fulladvantagé of 
the opportunity to explore the Olympic Village and the other events. 
One of the first things he was able to experience was perhaps 
the greatest Olympian of all time competing in what would be a 
record-shattering Games. 

“Tickets were kind of hard to get, we had sign-up sheets in the 
village, but | got to see Michael —— swim once, got to meet him,” 
Arrieta said. “Il got to see several-o ch volleyball matches, which 
: wereincredible er eee arisctics advance and a couple track 
— = - : and field events, like some of the shorter sprints. We spent a lot of 
time with the basketball guys, some of the gymnasts. Just to see the 
different physiques that all these athletes have in their various sports 
was amazing. There is a guy 6-foot-4, 210 pounds with no body fat 
running like the wind, then you see a guy 7-foot-5, it’s very unique. 

We embraced meeting other athletes from all over the world and 
trying to experience as much as we could.” 

When games started, it was down to business. The United States 
played seven: games in the group stage, going = and Se6UriNg | a

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“It was one of the most intense games | 
have ever been a part of,” Arrieta said. 

It all started because of a collision at 
the plate in which Nate Schierholtz ran 
over China catcher Yang Yang. 

“If you look at the picture of that 
collision you can see Schierholtz and the 
catcher both with their feet off the ground, 
very cool picture,” Arrieta recalled. “It’s 
fun to talk about because both guys were 
okay, but we thought both were hurt. The 
catcher’s mitt was 12 feet in the air, | can’t 
even remember where the ball was.” 

Tensions were high, and seven players 
were hit by pitches in the aftermath 
(one of whom was Schierholtz), causing 
three ejections, including China manager 
Jim Lefebvre. 

The United States won, 9-1, and two 
days later secured a spot in the knockout 
round, facing Cuba. 

Arrieta was already familiar with the 
talent of the Cuban team. In 2006, the 
national team traveled to Cuba for the 
World University Baseball Tournament. 
They took home gold, but left impressed 
by the skills and dedication of the 
Cuban club. 

“The sport of baseball over there is... 
there is not much more important to 
them,” Arrieta said. 

Fast forward to 2008, and Arrieta knew 
they would not be let off easy just because 
the college phenom was

facing a lineup that included future major 
leaguers Héctor Olivera and Yuli Gurriel, 
surrendered three runs on six hits in 

4.0 innings as Cuba ended U.S.A.'s chances 
at gold. 

“It goes to show how gifted these Cuban 
players were, especially hitting velocity,” 
Arrieta said. “At the time [Strasburg] 
was throwing upper 90s to 102 mph. 

I'll never forget that, watching the way they 
had at-bats against Strasburg at the time 
was extremely impressive.” 

The American team settled for bronze 
after defeating South Korea, 8-4, in the 
bronze medal match. But for Arrieta, 
that, along with the experience, was more 
than enough. 

“Whoever gets the opportunity to play in 
the Olympics has to go,” he said. “It’s one of 
those things you're going to tell your kids, 

family and friends and you're going to have 
these vivid, detailed memories forever. 
It's an amazing opportunity for the 
guys that are fortunate enough to get 
selected and | really look forward to 
seeing how it turns out.” 
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The Phillies clubhouse was filled 
beyond capacity the morning of March 6, 
2020, just before the team bus took half 
the squad to Lakeland for that afternoon's 
game against the Detroit Tigers while the 
other half stayed behind to work out. 

In that room, Phillies infield coach 
Juan Castro gathered his stuff before 
heading out, top prospect Alec Bohm 
looked at the schedule to see what time 
the team stretch began, and minor 
league pitcher Carlos Bustamante hung 
closely to three other pitchers who were 
called up from minor league camp for 
that day's game. 

They all went about their business, in 
that moment giving not as much as a 
thought to one another. It was a much 
different story four months earlier. 

That day, on Nov. 3, those three men 
were also in the same place. Bohm was 
standing at home plate in Estadio Charros 
de Jalisco in Zapopan, Mexico, leading 
off the bottom of the ninth. Bustamante 
was 60 feet, six inches away, trying to 
make sure Mexico's 8-2 lead over the 
U.S.A. turned into an easy win. Castro 
was in Team Mexico's dugout, a lineup 
card in his hand as he managed the 
Mexican National Team to its second win 
of the opening round of the 2019 WBSC 
Premierl2 Tournament — one of the 
qualifiers for the 2020 Olympics in Tokyo, 
which have since been postponed to 2021 
because of COVID-19. 

Bustamante struck Bohm out and 
retired the side in order. Castro's squad 
was one step closer to qualifying. 

He had been along for the whole 
process. A longtime manager in the 
Mexican Winter League and coach for 
Mexico in the 2013 World Baseball Classic, 
Castro, known best in Philadelphia for his 
play at third base to end Roy Halladay’s 
perfect game, was given the honor of 
managing Mexico's National Team last fall. 

“You are representing your country 
in the Olympics, which is only every four 
years, and baseball has not been in for 
a long time,” Castro said. “The baseball 
committee in Mexico asked me if | wanted 
to [manage the national team], and | was 
more than happy.” 

The process looked much different 
for Castro than for Arrieta, who agreed 
to play and showed up when training 
started. Castro and other Mexican baseball 


personnel were charged with finalizing 
the roster, a daunting task in and of itself. 

“We had 60 guys and we started going 
over players who should make the team, 
and at times some didn’t have permission 
to play, some were in organizations in 
the U.S., some in winter ball. | remember 
at one point we had like a week left to 
confirm the team and all of a sudden 14 
guys can’t play and |’m like, ‘Oh my God,” 
he said with a laugh. 

A week later, he met his 14 pitchers, 
two catchers, eight infielders and four 
outfielders in Jalisco, the same state in 
Mexico where weeks later they would 
go 3-0 in opening round play to advance 
to the super round. After the madness 
of getting the roster set and getting 
everybody in to begin training, having a 
familiar environment was a huge bonus 
for the team. 

“It definitely helps when you're training 
where you're going to play,” he said. “And 
then you start knowing the stadium and 
the facility, the atmosphere of the field 
and everything, it was definitely a little bit 
of an advantage.” 

That advantage of comfortability works 
both ways, however. After defeating the 
Dominican Republic, United States and 
the Netherlands to advance, Castro and 
his squad packed up and traveled roughly 
6,700 miles to a place that could not have 
been more different. 

“It was my first time in Japan,” Castro 
said. “Tokyo is an awesome city, and 
definitely a different culture. When we 


qya 


played Japan, the stadium was packed 
and you could never see the bleachers, 
all the way from left field to right. The 
fans were screaming and singing the 
whole game and | was like, ‘Geez, this is 
different.” 

The super round was a blur for Castro. 
Mexico went 3-2, finishing third and 
qualifying for the bronze medal game. 
The winner of that would be the last of the 
three teams from the event to qualify for 
the Olympics. As it turned out, they met 
the United States again in that match. 

Sitting in the opposing dugout was 
another familiar Phillies face. Bryan Price, 
the newly minted Phillies pitching coach, 
was serving as a coach for the U.S. team. 
Until his hiring by Philadelphia as its 55th 
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manager, Joe Girardi had been at the 
helm of the club, now led by Scott Brosius. 

Price, once a manager himself, could 
not help but notice the work Castro did 
with his club. 

“What | noticed about Juan was that 
| felt like he was prepared and knew how 
to utilize his roster, he knew his players 
and that’s a big part of this,” Price said. 
“You are trying to put together a team and 
we had about 10 days as a group to get 
to know each other. It wasn't a long time 
and you have players from all different 
organizations and some not even playing 
baseball in the U.S. — he lives in the U.S. 
now - but he got familiar with his players 
and did a great job against us in two 
different ballgames.” 

The second game was a much closer 
one. Trailing 2-1 in the ninth, Mexico's 
Matt Clark belted a solo 
home run to tie the game. 
That sent the game to 
extras, which began with 
runners already placed 
on first and second. 
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The U.S. didn't score. Castro called for 
a bunt to start the bottom of the 10th, 
moving both runners over with one out. 
Esteban Quiroz was intentionally walked, 
bringing Efren Navarro to the plate with 
the bases loaded. He hit a ground ball 
toward the middle. 

“| was nervous, but it was like a different 
emotion as soon as | saw the ball pass the 
infield,” Castro said. “I felt like a little kid.” 

After a celebration on the field, the 
club went back to the Tokyo Dome Hotel, 
where staff had set up a room upstairs 
with plenty of food and beer. The players, 
coaching staff, some general managers 
from the Mexican League and even team 
owners from Mexico were there. 

“We were still in uniform and 
everything,” he said. 

Like Arrieta, the bronze medal itself did 
not mean everything to Castro. 

“The big accomplishment is Mexico is 
going to the Olympics for the first time 
ever in baseball,” he said. “That was huge 
for Mexico and huge for all of us that 
were there on the team, and if we win 
the gold medal, which | think we have a 
chance to do, that would be a really great 
accomplishment for the country.” 
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On the other side of the Tokyo 
Dome field on Nov. 17, Alec Bohm and 
his teammates packed up their bags. 
He watched as the man who would be 
his infield coach in a few months’ time 
celebrated an Olympic berth. 


But Bohm didn’t hang his head as his 
long season came to an end. He reflected 
on a life-changing experience. 

Consider this. Bohm, by some 
publications the Phillies’ top prospect, 
has had all eyes on his development since 
he was selected in the first round in 2018. 
He had, for his whole life, primarily played 
with people his age and experience level. 
He had not experienced a season as long 
as one in the majors could be, factoring 
in spring training and postseason play. 
He had not played games in which 
the stakes were so high with so many 
people in attendance. His view of the 
game of baseball was based on only his 
experiences playing in America. 

All of that changed in the span of 
just a month, and whether he is able to 
participate in the postponed Games or 
not, what he took from his experience 
with the national team will undoubtedly 
continue to impact him. 

It started during the season when 
Bohm, with double-A Reading, was in 
Portland, Maine. He got a phone call from 
Phillies Director of Player Development 
Josh Bonifay asking if he would be 
interested in representing the national 
team in the qualifying event. 

“I’m like, of course, why wouldn't |?” 

Bonifay explained that it would be a 
long year with that and the Arizona Fall 
League, with Bohm playing into November. 

“| couldn't have cared less,” 

Bohm responded. 

So, when his teammates with Reading 
went home in September, he went to 
Arizona. When those teammates went 
home in November, he went to Mexico. 
There he joined up with a cast of players 
that included top prospects like Jo Adell 
and journeymen like 39-year-old catcher 
Erik Kratz. 

“It was awesome, Kratz is Such a good 
dude and you have Clayton Richard, 
Brooks Pounders, plenty of other veteran 
guys,” he said. “So many guys that have so

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much experience and all were so helpful, 
either just by watching and leading by 
example or coming up to you and talking 
to you. They had so much knowledge and 
so much to share and it was really cool to 
be around them and experience that with 
some guys who have really been around 
the block.” 

With those guys down in Jalisco, 

Bohm got to get away from the spotlight 
a little bit. He was able to focus on playing 
baseball, and not have to worry about 
what his performance meant for his 
chances at a promotion or his stock 

as a prospect. 

“You kind of go from being a 
high-profile professional player that’s 
pretty fresh out of the draft to going into 
international play where nobody cares 
about any of that stuff,” Price said of 
Bohm. “At the end of the day we just need 
to win, so | think it’s a great experience 
because it cuts through all the peripheral 
stuff that is unimportant and it gets us to 
focus on a team style of play and the value 
of preparation and performance. | think 
he handled himself beautifully.” 

With the heightened stakes of 
qualifying for the Olympic Games, Bohm 
also got to experience a different type 
of game atmosphere than he was used 
to. It was that atmosphere that made 
him call the home run he hit against the 
Dominican Republic one of “the coolest 
homers of my life.” 

“Going through a 140-game minor 
league season, you can, and | hate 
to say it, get into the mindset of, ‘Well 
| guess that game didn't really matter, 
there’s always tomorrow,” Bohm said. 
“But there, it felt like how you would 
expect a playoff baseball game to feel. 
So much more amplified, so much more

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energy, | felt locked in the whole day. It 
was different than anything | have ever 
experienced. | loved it. It brings you up to 
another level. You just wanted to win, it’s 
all anyone cared about and that made 
your success in those games feel that 
much better. It didn’t matter if you were 
O-for-4, which | was a few times. Nobody 
cared how well they performed, it was 
just all about winning so it was a really 
cool vibe.” 

Bohm, who grew up in Omaha, 
Neb., had not really ever experienced 
international baseball. Sure, some of his 
teammates at various levels had been 
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from other countries, but to be halfway 
around the world, in a country so different 
from the U.S., and to see the impact that 
baseball had on its people really opened 
up Bohm’s eyes to the scope of the game. 

If you ask him why it is important 
that baseball and softball are back in the 
Olympics, his answer now might be very 
different from the one he would have 
given a few months back. 

“| think after going to Japan my 
answer has kind of changed,” he said. 
“It's a global game and so many people 
around the entire world love baseball. 
| didn’t know this and expect this, but 
going to Japan | felt like | was at a football 
game. There were 40,000 people there 
screaming the whole time and they love 
it, they absolutely love baseball and that 
just opened my eyes. This isn’t really an 
American thing or a Latino thing, it’s all 
around the world. Baseball is a lot more 
global than some people think. | loved 
being part of it and it's something | would 
do at the drop of a hat any time.” 
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Phillies legend Mike Schmidt 


reflects on his Hall of Fame 
career and more

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ore than 2,000 
different players 
have taken the 
field wearing a 
Phillies uniform 
since the franchise began playing 
in 1883. Michael Jack Schmidt 
stands alone as the greatest of 
all Phillies for his remarkable, 
unmatched playing career. 
After 18 seasons (1972-89) with 
Philadelphia, Schmidt's long list 
of achievements served as the red 
carpet for his induction into the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
1995. The former third baseman 
was named Most Valuable Player 
of the National League three 
times, made 12 All-Star teams and 
won 10 Gold Glove Awards along 
with six Silver Sluggers. He was 
also selected as MVP of the 
1980 World Series, helping 
the Phillies capture their first 
championship in franchise history. 
The right-handed slugger - who 
hit 548 home runs and posted a 
.908 OPS over 2,404 career games 
—remains the club's all-time 
leader in games, runs, home runs, 
RBI, extra-base hits, total bases, 
walks, intentional walks, sacrifice 
flies and walk-off home runs. 

Not only does he remain atop 
the list of Phillies greats, but he is 
unquestionably one of the best 
players in the game's storied 
history. In many ways, he is the 
standard by which all other third 
basemen past and present are 
compared. No other NL third 
baseman has ever won more 
Gold Glove Awards than Schmidt. 
And no third baseman in the 
history of the game has ever hit 
more career home runs than he 
did. Try finding a more complete 
player at the hot corner. 

Schmidt, who turns 7] in 
September, took time to reflect 
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This year is the 40th anniversary of the 
1980 World Series championship team. 
As you sit here now, what sticks out 
most to you about that team? 

“The refusal to lose.” 

The Phillies trailed in all three of their 
NLCS victories against Houston, along with 
their first three wins of the World Series 
against Kansas City. The Game 6 clincher 
was the only victory of the 1980 postseason 
that did not require a comeback. 


Who was the toughest pitcher 
you ever faced? 
“Nolan Ryan.” 

Schmidt's career stats vs Ryan (regular 
season and postseason combined), via the 
Elias Sports Bureau: .179 AVG (10-56), two 
doubles, five home runs, 15 RBI, 21 walks, 

16 strikeouts, .405 OBP, .482 SLG. 


Who was the best teammate 

you ever had? 

“A few of them. Obviously, Garry Maddox, 
best friend. Pete Rose, created more 
confidence, made me a more confident 
player than anybody.” 


What was the most memorable 

All-Star Game you appeared in? 

“1981 following that long strike period that 
we had. They started off the second half 

of the season with an All-Star Game in 
Cleveland, and | hit a game-winning home 
run in that game.” 


Aug. 9, 1981 at Cleveland Stadium. 
Schmidt hit a two-run homer in the top of 
the eighth inning off future Hall of Famer 
Rollie Fingers. The blast gave the NLa 
5-4 lead and the eventual victory. Fingers 
won both the AL Cy Young and MVP 
Awards in 19817, posting a career-best 1.04 
ERA while allowing just three homers to 
the 297 batters he faced. 


Aside from being a National Baseball 
Hall of Famer, which of the following 
accolades mean the most to you: 12 
All-Star appearances, three MVPs, 10 
Gold Glove Awards or six Silver Sluggers? 
“Three MVPs, by far... All three of the other 
ones added together don’t combine to 
beat those three MVPs.” 

Schmidt won the NL MVP in 1980, 1981 
and 1986. He also finished third in NL MVP 
voting in 1976 and 1983. 


April 17, 1976 at Wrigley Field. You hit 
four home runs in that game. What do 
you remember most from that day? 
“Probably the friendship that Dick Allen 
and | had. The way he reached out to me 
prior to that game. | think he saw me 
sulking a little bit. Worried. | had been 
dropped in the batting order to sixth. That 
actual game | had been dropped from 
either three or four, which | normally hit, 
down to sixth.” 

Before the start of the game, Allen 
asked Schmidt to stay back while the rest 
of the team left the clubhouse. 

“He told me that he wanted to see a 
smile on my face that day and wanted to 
see me have more fun playing the game. 
He wanted to see me enjoy myself on the 
field more than | was projecting. | tried to 
do my best to do that and it turned out 

4° gy pretty good.” 


Schmidt became just the third player in 
franchise history to hit four home runs in 
a game, joining Ed Delahanty (7/13/1896) 
and Chuck Klein (7/10/1936). He homered in 
each of his final four at-bats from the fifth 
to the 10th inning. The Phillies trailed 13-2 
after four innings but rallied to win 18-16 in 
10 innings. 


Why did you wear No. 20? 
“| started off as No. 22 when | got called 
up to the major leagues. Then there was 
a player by the name of Roger Freed 
who played for the Phillies back prior to 
me getting to the big leagues. He was 
dropped from the roster... He had No. 20, 
and they assigned that to me.” 

The Phillies retired Schmidt's No. 20 on 
May 26, 1990. 


CATCHING UP WITH NO. 20 IN 2020 


If you played in today’s game during one 
of your prime years, how many home 
runs do you think you would hit in a full 
162-game season? 

“That's very subjective. It’s just an opinion. 
If you discount the fact the pitchers are 
bigger and throw harder, and generally 
have four pitches. Relief pitching is such 

a big part of the game today and all of 

the things they have available to them 
through analytics and things like that. If 
you put all of that aside and how it might 
affect my performance, and you just look 
strictly at the size of ballparks and the ball 
being a little bit harder, traveling a little bit 
further and the bats and all that kind of 
stuff... If you add all of that into it, probably 
about 10 more a year. | used to fly out to 
the warning track at Vet Stadium 25, 30 
times a year right against the fence. So, 
you gotta figure around 10 of those would 
probably drop over the fence nowadays.” 
He then paused, adding with a laugh, 
“Conservatively speaking.” 

Schmidt's career high was 48 home 
runs in 1980, when he led the majors. He 
also hit at least 40 home runs in 1979 
(45) and 1983 (40), and posted 13 seasons 
with 30 or more home runs. To this day, 
Schmidt's 548 career home runs rank 16th 
on MLB's all-time list. 


Had it not been for baseball, what 
do you think you would have pursued 
as a career? 
“I'm not sure. | went to college to become 
an architect. My interest in going to Ohio 
University, where | went, was because 
they had a great architectural school.” 
His commitment to baseball made it 
difficult for him to stick with architecture, 
which is why he eventually changed his 
major to business administration. 
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The Phillies selected Schmidt in the 
second round (No. 30 overall) of the 1977 
amateur draft. 


Was there a specific baseball player 

you idolized as a kid? If so, who was 

that player? 

“The Cincinnati Reds were 50 miles down 
the road from where | grew up. And back 
then, you didn't have access to teams 
around the country like they do now. 
Through social media and the Internet and 
all that, | mean, you could have a favorite 
team anywhere in the country. You'd know 
more about their players and have more 


access to information obviously. 

Frank Robinson, Pete Rose, Johnny Bench, 
that whole crowd down in Cincinnati. 

You go back to the early days, when | was 
a kid, Ted Kluszewski and Vada Pinson... 
We only got to watch them Sunday 
afternoon. They only had black-and-white 
TV and a game on Sunday afternoon. One 
camera over home plate, and that’s about 
it. These guys, these major league baseball 
players, were like gods to us. We had 
baseball cards. That’s where we got our 
information, basically, from baseball cards. 
So those were my favorite guys. My 

dream players.” 


If you could pick just one person who 
was most influential in your Hall of Fame 
career, who would it be? 

“My wife. | truly believe if it weren't for 

my wife and the person that she is and 
making it possible for me to dedicate the 
time and effort and all of that. You have 

a degree of selfishness. You have to have 
that in order to reach the heights that | 
would think the Hall of Fame players do, 
you know what | mean? You have to have 
someone that understands. Someone that 
makes sacrifices to allow you to have that 
selfishness. And basically, what that means 
is that there are times in life where you 

put your career, your energy to becoming 
great ahead of some of the things that are 
more important in life.” 


What Phillies player on the roster now 
do you most enjoy watching? 

“I'm typical. If | were watching a game, | 
probably wouldn't go get a beer if Bryce 
Harper was coming up to hit,” Schmidt 
said, also mentioning Rhys Hoskins. “To 
me, it’s because that’s where | hit in the 
lineup. That’s the kind of player that | was 
when | played. | have a lot in common with 
those guys in terms of their role on the 
team, the pressure they're under. If they 
hit, we win. lf they don’t hit, we don’t win. 
But probably | relate to Rhys Hoskins more 
than any hitter on the team. We're very 
similar in hitting style and what his role is 
on the team and mine when | played.” 


You have served as a Phillies broadcaster 
in recent years. How much do you 

enjoy being in the booth with a headset 
on with the guys? 

“| love it. To me, it keeps me a part of the 
Phillies family. It has allowed me to project 
an accurate perception of me as a person. 
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| think over my career | had this 
up-and-down perception of me asa 
person based upon what | did on the 
field, how | handled things, how | carried 
myself on the field, how | related to the 
media. | think | probably projected a 
different perception of me as a person. 
I'd say half the people loved me and half 
the people maybe didn't,” Schmidt said 
with a chuckle. “That changed obviously 
as | got older and reached certain things 
in my career. But this role that I’m in right 
now, not only the television part of it but 
the other role that | have with the Phillies 
that involves marketing and sort of the 
ambassadorial role that | have now, allows 
me to project a real me. Without it, | don’t 
know that | would have ever passed on 
without sort of correcting the wrong 
image that | portrayed for my career. I’m 
more like a normal guy now. More like a 
fan. I’m more able to communicate with 
people and show that | just basically want 
to be a normal guy.” 

Schmidt was a Phillies broadcaster 
in 1990. He returned to the Phillies booth 
in 2014 to work Sunday home games. 
From 2015-18, he also worked Saturday 
home telecasts. 


The Phillies have a promising third 
baseman in Alec Bohm. What, if any, 
advice about the position would 

you give to him? 

Schmidt briefly met Bohm before the 
young slugger received his Paul Owens 
Award in September 2019. He told Bohm 
to be patient and look for improvement 
and confidence. (At the time of the 
interview, he had not yet had a chance to 
work one-on-one with Bohm.) 


In your ideal all-time home run 

derby, you could pick four sluggers 

to watch. Who would you choose 
(from any generation)? 

Schmidt named Babe Ruth, Barry Bonds, 
Mark McGwire and Sammy Sosa, then 
added Mike Trout. 


What is your favorite thing about the 

City of Philadelphia? 

“The passion of the sports fans in 

Philadelphia. | realize all of that and what 

it means to the city now much more so 
than | did as a player.” 
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What do you want Philadelphia fans to 
always remember about you? 

“| think just that they might realize that | was 
more like them than they ever dreamed of, 
than they ever thought. A lot of the times the 
things that would make me a lot like them 
were done behind closed doors. Training 

in the offseason [or doing] preparation for 
games. | had the desire to win and hustle 
and do all the things on the field that for 
some reason | think the fans thought a lot of 
that stuff came easy for me. And that | wasn't 
working as hard behind the scenes to be a 
great player as a lot of the players that they 
loved like Luzinski and Dykstra and Rose. 


“The projections of certain players on the 
field are different to fans. You look down 
there and you see a certain attitude that 
guys have on the field. Some guys look like 
it comes easier to them and other guys 
look like they’re putting more into it. And | 
understand that. It’s a perception that people 
have of different players. | have it myself 
as | look down there. Man, | wish he would 
show more emotion. | wish he would play to 
the crowd more often. | wish he would have 
more fun when he was playing. These are 
things | see on the field. They're just normal 
impressions that fans get of players. Baseball 
is one of those games, unlike basketball or 
football, where fans think every player on 
the field is killing themselves to try to win 
a game. And in baseball, one guy looks like 
he's hustling, another guy looks lazy, another 
guy is diving and running into fences. The 
projection of a player on a field can be a lot 
different. And they also get to watch them 
every day for seven months. So, fans get an 
opinion of players and a lot of times it’s hard 
for them to change.”

As a 19-year-old for single-A Lakewood, Francisco Morales 
averaged 12.01 strikeouts per nine innings in 2019. The 
Venezuelan righty led the club and ranked tied for seventh in 
the South Atlantic League with 129 punchouts. Armed with 

a slider that is rated as the best in the Phillies minor league 
system by Baseball America, Morales limited left-handed 
hitters to a 196 batting average (30-153) and .564 OPS. An 
important development from last year was how the 6-foot-4 
Morales improved after the All-Star break. In 14 games (seven 
starts) during the second half, he posted a lower ERA (3.29), 
WHIP (1.19) and held opposing hitters to a lower batting 
average (.207) compared to the first half of the season (13 
games/eight starts, 4.50 ERA, 1.50 WHIP and .248 AVG). 


ADONIS MEDINA RHP 


For the second straight year, Adonis Medina attended 
major league spring training as a non-roster invitee. The 
invite came following a 2019 campaign in which he had 

a solid start, posting a 3.52 ERA in his first 1] outings with 
double-A Reading, where he spent the entire year. That 
overall performance early in the season helped him get 
named the starting pitcher for the East in the Eastern 
League All-Star Game. After struggling in the second half, 
finishing the year with a 4.94 ERA in 22 games (21 starts), 
the 23-year-old Medina is looking to bounce back and show 
everyone why he has consistently been considered one of 
the club's top prospects over the last few years. 


Compliments from a big league skipper, especially one with 
World Series championships to his name as a catcher and 
manager, must boost a young player's confidence. Imagine 
how Rafael Marchan felt during spring training when he 
was lauded by Phillies manager and former catcher Joe 
Girardi for his performance blocking pitches behind the 
dish. Marchan, who appeared in five major league games 
during spring training in March and was added to the 
player pool during Summer Camp, showed Girardi and 
others why he was rated by Baseball America as the best 
defensive catcher in the Phillies minor league system. Last 
year, the 5-foot-9 Venezuela native caught 36.5% (31-85) 

of runners attempting to steal in '70 games (68 starts) 
between single-A Lakewood and single-A Clearwater. 
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LUIS GARCIA SS 


Luis Garcia spent last season with single-A Lakewood, 
leading the team in games played while making 70 starts 
at shortstop and 55 at second base. At 18, he was the 
sixth-youngest player to appear in the South Atlantic 
League in 2019. Despite struggling offensively with a 

516 OPS for the year, he did show an extended period of 
success at the plate, posting a 20-game on-base streak 
from May 9 to June 1. There is still plenty of promise for the 
young infielder who, in his first professional season in 2018, 
won the Gulf Coast League batting title with a 369 average 
and led the league in hits (62). 


MICKEY MONIAK OF 


Routinely one of the younger players at each of his stops 
over his four-year pro career, Mickey Moniak played most of 
last season as a 21-year-old with double-A Reading. It was 

a major step forward for Moniak, who was selected as both 
an Eastern League midseason and postseason All-Star. The 
left-handed hitter led the EL in triples (13), was second in 
extra-base hits (52) and total bases (204), tied for fourth in 
RBI (67), fifth in slugging percentage (.439), sixth in doubles 
(28), tied for eighth in hits (117) and tied for ninth in runs 
(63). Moniak picked up where he left off as 2020 began, 
slashing .353/500/588 in 14 spring training games as a 
non-roster invitee. 
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ENYEL DELOS SANTOS RHP 


Despite four stints with the Phillies in 2019, Enyel De Los 
Santos only appeared in five games (one start) for the club. 
He spent most of the year with triple-A Lehigh Valley, where 
he made 19 starts and held opponents to a .232 batting 
average. His 2019 performance did not resemble his 2018 
season, when he was chosen as a member of the World 
Team in the All-Star Futures Game and elected as the 
starter for the International League in the Triple-A All-Star 
Game. He also appeared in more games and logged more 
innings with the Phillies in 2018 compared to last season. 


NICK MATON SS 


Nick Maton spent most of his third professional season 
with Clearwater, where he was named a 2019 Florida State 
League All-Star, before earning a promotion to double-A 
Reading in August. The 6-foot-2 infielder, who was also 
selected as a league All-Star in 2018, is quickly ascending 
through Philadelphia's organization. Maton, 23, played 
most of the time at shortstop last year, mixing in action at 
second and third base. The left-handed hitter was invited 
to major league camp this spring training, posting a .400 
on-base percentage in 25 plate appearances.

+ Using/displaying foul or abusive language 
or gestures; 
+ Appearing to be intoxicated or ina 
diminished capacity; 
+ Failing to produce a ticket upon request or sitting 
in a seat that does not match your ticket; 
+ Entering the playing field or interfering with 
a ball in play; 
+ Entering the seating area while play is in progress; 
+ Smoking; 
+ Throwing objects onto the field or within the 
ballpark; or 
+ Otherwise being disorderly. 
Violators are subject to ejection and possible 
arrest. Repeated offenses will result in the loss of 
ticket privileges. 
Alcoholic Beverages - Alcoholic beverages may not 
be brought into nor taken out of Citizens Bank Park. 
Guests may be requested to provide photo |.D. when 
purchasing alcoholic beverages. 


Bags - In an effort to expedite entry, guests are 
discouraged from bringing bags to the ballpark. If a 
bag is necessary, each guest is encouraged to bring 
one single compartment bag into the ballpark (e.g. 
tote bag, drawstring bag, reusable shopping bag). 
Bags can be no larger than 16" x 16" x 8" and will be 
subject to inspection upon entry in accordance with 
Major League Baseball security regulations. 


Banners & Signs: 
Composition. Banners and signs must (a) utilize only 
cloth, paper or other light, flexible materials, rather 
than be comprised of or supported by wood, metal 
or other hard materials that could be dangerous 

in a crowded public setting, (b) not be affixed to or 
draped over any part of the ballpark structure and 

(c) be no higher than 4 feet or longer than 8 feet. 
Display. Banners and signs may be displayed 

only (a) within the ballpark's seating area, (b) ina 
stationary manner, (c) so as not to unduly obstruct 
any person's view of the playing field or interfere 


with player or umpire sight lines and (d) so as not to 
obscure ballpark signage. Only one sign or banner 
may be displayed at any one location. 

Subject Matter. Recognizing that Citizens Bank 

Park is a baseball ballpark and not a forum for public 
discussion, messages on banners and signs may 
relate solely to one or more of the following subjects, 
without any unrelated collateral content whatsoever: 
(i) the game and institution of major league baseball; 
(ii) a major league baseball team; (iii) the on-field 
activities and performance of a major league baseball 
player, coach or manager; (iv) the acts or omissions of 
the management and other non-player employees of 
a major league baseball organization, but only to the 
extent that such acts or omissions may relate to or 
affect its team’s on-field activities and performance; 
(v) the entity broadcasting a baseball game played 

at the ballpark and the acts or omissions of the 
announcers in doing so; and (vi) fans’ birthdays, 
engagements, weddings, anniversaries and health. 
Additionally, banners and signs may not bear 

a message that (i) is slanderous, (ii) is obscene, 
vulgar or indecent and inappropriate for viewing 

by children, (iii) contains “fighting words’ likely 

to provoke a breach of the peace, (iv) contains 
commercial advertising or commercial product or 
service identification, or (v) contains derogatory 
matter relating to race, color, sex, sexual orientation, 
gender identity, religion, national origin, ancestry, 
physical handicap, marital status or age. 


Removal. The Phillies reserves the right to require 
the cessation of any display of a banner or sign that 
does not conform to these limitations. 

Bottles, Cans, Coolers - To ensure the safety of our 
guests, glass bottles, cans, hard-sided and Styrofoam 
coolers, thermoses and open containers may not 

be brought into the ballpark. Exceptions: unopened 
plastic bottles (non-alcoholic), baby bottles and 
single-serve, soft-sided juice containers and 
soft-sided coolers that do not exceed the 16" x 16" x 8" 
size requirement may be brought into the ballpark 
after inspection. 


Cameras/Camcorders - Hand-held video cameras 
and still cameras for personal use may be brought 
into the ballpark, provided no game action is 
recorded in accordance with Major League Baseball 
regulations. Please be courteous to those guests 
around you when taking pictures. Camera cases 
must fit into a bag template and will be inspected 
prior to entrance into the ballpark. Tripods and 
monopods are prohibited. 

Cell Phones - Cell phones are permitted inside the 
ballpark provided they do not interfere with another 
guest's enjoyment of the game. 


Distribution of Materials - All of the following 

are expressly prohibited on the private property 

of Citizens Bank Park or in the parking areas that 

surround it: 

+ Distribution of leaflets or other printed materials. 

+ Distribution of products or performing of services, 
whether for consideration or free. 

+ Taking surveys or otherwise interfering with the 
free movement of guests. 

+ Solicitation, whether charitable, business-related, 
or otherwise. 

Fan Texting - Guests who would like to discreetly 

notify game-day staff of guest services issues (e.g. 

security needed, spilled drink, medical issue, etc.) 

may do so by texting “PHILLIES” [space] followed 

by the issue and location to 69050. For example: 

PHILLIES drink spilled in section 123, row 15. Text 

messages are received and responded to by Phillies 

personnel during all home games. 

Foul Balls - Guests are welcome to keep any foul 

balls hit into the stands. Please do not interfere 

with a ball in play, especially those guests sitting at 

field level. Major League Baseball rules call for the 

ejection of guests that interfere with a ball in play. 


Metal Detectors - All guests are subject to metal 
detection screening (walk-through units and/or 
handheld wands) before gaining access to Citizens 
Bank Park. To expedite ballpark entry, it is not 
necessary to remove cell phones, cameras, keys or 
coins. Single-compartment bags are encouraged 
and should be opened prior to inspection. The First 
Base, Third Base and Left Field Gates have “Express 
Lanes" for those guests who do not bring bags 

to the ballpark. A supervisor should be notified 

if a guest does not wish to walk through a metal 
detector. Guests with pacemakers should never 

be hand-wanded. Strollers and wheelchairs will be 
directed to side gates for visual inspection. Guests 
are encouraged to take prohibited items back to 
their vehicles. Items left at the gates are not the 
responsibility of The Phillies. 
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GUEST INFORMATION 


Prohibited Items - Guests may not bring any of the 
following into Citizens Bank Park: 
+ Cans, glass bottles and open containers; 
+ Bags or backpacks larger than 16" x 16" x 8"; 
+ Alcohol or illegal substances; 
+ Hard-sided or Styrofoam coolers or thermoses; 
+ Firearms, knives or other weapons; 
* Balloons, beach balls, noisemakers, nets or 

laser pointers; 
+ Brooms, poles or tripods/monopods; 
+ Any other device that may interfere with and/or 

distract the players, fans or telecast of the game. 
Any such items should be returned to their vehicle 
and/or discarded. All fans are subject to metal 
detection procedures and a bag search before 
entering the ballpark. Fans who are not comfortable 
with metal detectors will be subject to a pat-down. 
Radios/TVs - Personal radios and television sets 
with headphones are permitted inside Citizens 
Bank Park. 


Re-entry - There is a no re-entry policy at Citizens 
Bank Park. 

Risks of Baseball - Guests assume all risks and 
dangers inherent in and incidental to attending a 
baseball game, whether occurring prior to, during 
or subsequent to the actual play, including but 

not limited to injury from thrown or batted balls, 
thrown bats or fragments thereof and spectators’ 
conduct. Accordingly, neither The Phillies nor their 
opponent nor any of their respective players nor the 
City of Philadelphia nor their respective employees, 
independent contractors and agents shall in any 
way be liable therefore. Guests must be vigilant at 
all times and must recognize the many elements 
that can distract their attention from the game, 
including but not limited to the video boards and 
scoreboards and the activities of the Phillie Phanatic 
and others. 


Smoke-Free Facility - Smoking is not permitted 
inside Citizens Bank Park. Violators may be ejected. 


Strollers - Fold-up strollers should be stored under 
your seat during the game. If you have a stroller that 
does not fold up, please check it at Guest Services 
located behind Section 122 on the Main Concourse 
and behind Section 318 on the Terrace Level. 
Tailgating - Tailgating is only permitted in the 
parking areas south of Pattison Avenue and east 

of Darien Street, which includes Lots A-H and J-N. 
Tailgating is not permitted in lots west of Darien 
Street and north of Pattison Avenue. 


Umbrellas - Umbrellas are permitted inside Citizens 
Bank Park. Please be considerate of guests around 
you when using an umbrella. 

Unmanned and Remote-Controlled Aircraft 
Systems - The use of unmanned and 
remote-controlled aircraft systems (drones) at 
Citizens Bank Park, including its surrounding 
parking areas, is prohibited at all times. In addition, 
the FAA prohibits use of such aircraft systems up 
to 3,000 feet above the ground and within three 
nautical miles of Citizens Bank Park beginning one 
hour before to one hour after an event. Violations 
of this policy may result in a fine and/or arrest and 
imprisonment for up to one year. 


Weapons - Firearms, weapons, knives, tasers 

and other dangerous or hazardous devices or 
substances (collectively “weapons’) are prohibited 
at Citizens Bank Park, unless carried by an on-duty 
police officer or otherwise expressly approved 

by The Phillies. Anyone bringing such a weapon 

to the premises should return it to their vehicle 
immediately. An off-duty law enforcement officer 
who is carrying a weapon may check it at the Police 
Room before entering the ballpark. 

GUEST SERVICES - Located on the Main Concourse 
(behind Section 122) and the Terrace Level (behind 
Section 318), Guest Services will assist you with 
questions, concerns and requests for information. 
Open from the time the gates open until 15 minutes 
after the game ends. If immediate attention is 
needed, or if someone is interfering with your 
enjoyment of the game, please call the Guest 
Services Hotline at 215-218-5469 or text the word 
“PHILLIES” [space], with issue and location to 69050. 


LOST AND FOUND - To report or claim lost articles, 
contact Phillies personnel or visit Guest Services 
located on the Main Concourse (behind Section 122) 
and the Terrace Level (behind Section 318). Found 
items will only be held for 10 days. For information, 
guests may call 215-218-5440. 

Lost children will be escorted to Guest Services. If the 
child is unable to provide information to reunite the 
two parties, a picture of the child can be displayed 
on PhanaVision.

NRG Station is located at Broad 
and Pattison -a short walk (about 7 minutes) to 
Citizens Bank Park. SEPTA operates Sports Express 
service on the Broad Street Line, making stops at 
these stations: Fern Rock Transportation Center, Olney 
Transportation Center, Erie, Girard, Spring Garden, 
Race-Vine, City Hall, Walnut-Locust and NRG. Riders 
can also travel from City Hall to NRG Station in about 
Tl minutes on the frequent local service.

RAIN DELAYS/INCLEMENT WEATHER - The right 
to postpone the playing of a game is controlled by 
the home club with the exception of the final series 
between two clubs, at which time the responsibility 
shifts to the Umpire-in-Chief. Once a game has 
started, the Umpire-in-Chief determines if a game 
should be suspended, when it can be resumed or if 
it should be terminated because of bad weather or 
unfit playing conditions. The Official Playing Rules 
provide that when a game has been temporarily 
suspended, umpires must wait at least 30 minutes 
before calling the game. On days when inclement 
weather is in the forecast, tune to SportsRadio 94WIP 
or log on to phillies.com for updates on the game 
status. For weather updates, fans can also text the 
keyword “PHILLIES WEATHER" to MLBGO (65246), 
follow @phillies on Twitter, or go to phillies.com/ 
weather.

and POW/MIA.
